ington there came over him a strong propensity to

thoughts were suggesled by the rapid strides 
which the order of Patrons of Husbandry has made 
throoghont the country within the last seven 
months, and which organization has given so much 
m ouentum to the so-called tormers’ movement in 
the West and Northwest. 
In looking over agricnltural papers one would 
■appose the granges had come down from another 
century instead of scarcely having been released 
Xroin swaddling clothes. And it was In this con- 
jMCtion that it occurred to me that 


A HISTORY OK THE O RIfllN OP THE ORDER, 
u well as Us present status, would, perhaps, do 
■•nieihing toward redeeming this city from its 
bad reputation, you know; for here the order was 
conceived and brought lortn until it has become a 
mighty power, working silcnUy, but effectively, in 
every State where It has taken root. It is called 
by some the farmers’ David, destined to ping the 
giant monopolies which have so long hindered a 
healthy growth of our agricultural resources. 
It must be couiessed that searching alter the

tional Grange. The furniture is plain but substau- 
tlal, while there is an absence of everything that 
would cause a Solon Shlnglo to complain of being 
extravagant. Here I met Mr. 0. H. Kelley, Secre­ 
tary of the National Grange, and was invltsd to in- 
■pect the premises, 


THE GRANGER’S HEADQUARTERS. 
His olSco, on the first floor, adjoins tbat of the 
lady clerks, three in number, who work regularly 
eight hours a day for half what the lemale clerks 
In the department receive. There was a business 
air about the place, yet of the thousands who daily 
pass this unpreteudlng edifice probably but very 
IBW are aware of what is going on within. The rooms 
in the second story are devoted to the male clerks, 
the consulting room of the Executive Committee 
and the packers, employed in filling the orders for 
Btatlonery, tracts, pamphleu, manuals, Ac. Apart­ 
ments above this floor are reserved for future use, 
as It Is evident more room will soon bo needed. 
In the basement, irom floor to ceiling, were tin 
boxes, used In sendtng to new granges copies of 
the coDstltntion and other papers; manuals piled 
«P by thousands. Innumerable folio tracu on dif­ 
ferent subjects, blank oooks by the cord, boxes of 
envelopes, reminding one of a wholesale ware- 
bouso more than the capacious rooms of an ordl- 
aary dwclhug. And irom what did this origi-

Buch is the case. One ot the leaders told me It was 
astonishing, the Order bad so few friends when it 
was first proposed. The editors of agricultural 
papers were naturally sought to present the plan 
of the Patrons of Husbandry, but Invariably the 
answer was, "It will Injure our ailvertlslng, and 
we cannot afford to do It.” About that tldie the 
benevolent Order of the Knights of Pythias (also 
orlgtuated lu Washington) was making great prog­ 
ress, extending Us lodges Into every city and town 
of importance from Maine to Texas.

This circular full.v explains what the object of the 
orffanl/.atloQ was, and will serve as a guide to 
those who think they see In this unification of the 
farmers a political problem which It will be bard to 
solve. The National Grange was 
OKOANIZRD ON TUB BVENINO OK DBCBMBKR 4, 1887, 
at the offlce of Mr. Saunders, on Pour and a half 
street, between Missouri avenue and the old canal, 
by the election of the following efflcers:—Master,

It was thought proper to elect the offlcers for a 
term ol five years, since the majority of them had 
actively aided in esublishlng tho organization, 
and having matured their plan of operations de­ 
sired a sufficient time to carry It out in accordance 
with their own preconceived Ideas. Soon alter a 
subordinate grange-was established in Washington 
as a school of Instruction and to tost the efficiency 
of the rltuaL This grange numbered about sixty 


On the 1st of April, 1868, Mr. Kelley accepted the 
position of travelling agent, at a salary of $2,000 a 
year, provided he couid make that amount by fees 
for estalillbhlng granges In the States, otherwise 
no expense incurred wa* to be borne bv the Na­ 
tional Grange. The first dispensation was issued 
to a suborillnate lodge at Ilarrfsburg. Pa., the 
second to a lodge lu Fredonla, N. Y., and the third 
at (olumitus, Ohio. 
Next came Chicago, and 
finally Mr. Kelley reached his home in Minnesota, 
where he orguuizcl six grange.s, so that durlug 
the first year only ten granges were in operation. 
Prom Washington circulars were sent In every 
direction setting forth the objects of the order and 
inviting the co-eperailon of all interested In agri­ 
culture. At first It was siggested that only those 
engaged In this pursuit should participate lu Its 
benefits, but the word "Interested” wqe snTjskltnted 
so as to bring all within the scope of the organiza­ 
tion. It would not take root. The farmers looked 
upon It as a new-fangled notion, another patent 
churn invention, to be shunned at first men­ 
tion. 
The secret ritual aud bidden wonders 
could never be tolerated. 
It was, tn fact, a 
Yankee trick to get nioBoy. 
Mi. Kelley did 
not prosper on his salary as travelUng agent. 
Tilling his farm in Minnesota was far more 
cci tarn than commissions or fees for starting ntw 
granges, oecasionally an application would be re­ 
ceived from the rsqulred number of persons neces­ 
sary to lorm 
a grange. 
In isoe 3» dUpen- 
sations wcro Issued; In 1870, .18, nnd In 1871,

The existence of 250 subordinate granges 
encouraged Mr. Kelley to change his headquarters 
to the District 01 Columbia, and after rcsiamg m 
this cltv a few months removed to Georgetown 
where, until recently, his office has been located. 
Last year there were over eleven hundred granges 
organized. To-day the weekly bulletin of the .Sec­ 
retary allows the number of granges to be as fol­

TUK BUSINESS ABI’ECTS AND THE PROBABl.II BFFKeT 
ou the political condition of affairs are most w ort^ 
of attention. In the absence of Mr. Imdley W. 
Adams, or Waukon, Iowa, who is Master of tho 
Nauoual Grange, 1 called ou Mr. WUllain Baunders, 
the Chairman ol the executive committee for tho 
information sought. 
He fills the honorable posi­ 
tion ui Bupertuteudent of Gardens and Grounds at 
the Agricultural Departmeut. 
Passing through a 
neat iron gate ou tuo north side of the bulldiiig, 
up a broiuT smooth concrete walk, which divides 
the gronnds, with here and there oliisters of young 
trees, rormlug an arboretum of tuo haruy growth 
of trees and shrubs from all parts of the world, the 
visitor enters the most lovely o: flower gardcua, 
after tho Italian mode of decorative architeoture, 
the emerald plat being covered with petunia, ger- 
a:iium, verbena oad heliotrope, while the air to re­ 
dolent with all tho perfumes of Arabia.

When the granges weie rapidly in­ 
creasing the proposition was made to purchase 
these Instruments direct from the factories, cash 
to aocorapnny every order. An agent visited a 
number of the firms, but received at first very little 
encouragement. Kinally a well cstabUsliod house 
offered to sell on the terms proposed at such a low 
figure compared with the prices asked by the ageuls 
that It was supposed an inferior Instrument would 
be sent. When the agent was sattofled the work 
would be as perfect in every order filled as though 
he purchased It from a middleman that inlorma- 
tlon waa commuuicated by confidential circular to 
the granges, nnd all the master had to do to se­ 
cure the benefit of the arrangement wns to for­ 
ward tne cash, with an order signed by the 
treasurer of the grange and stamped with Its seal.

Tbe Danger to tbe BepobHe Not firom Gnnt’i 
AmbitioD, bat fnm Ring Caneas. 


[From Harper’s Weekly, August 19.] 
I’he dtocuHsion that to going on in Me newspapers 
on the subject of Genoral Grant’s second re-olec- 
UoD te at least premature. Barely six moiitlto of 
hto secoud term have elapsed. It will be extraor­ 
dinary If, during the next three years, men’s 
minds do not drift Into new clianuels aud popular 
lancy does not crave new Idols. Few, Indeed, of 
our Presidents have 
retained their popularity 
throughout, their first term of offlce. But two of 
Mo six who, before Grant, wore re-elected were 
ever thought of for a third term. If Mr. Lincoln 
had lived and curried Into successful effect his 
scheme of pacification tho question might perhaps 
have artoen in hia case. But no cno thought of 
pressing Me name of either Madison, or Monroe, or 
Jackson for a third aumluatlun. Indeed, It has come 
to be almost an axiom in party politics that, In tbe 
absence of such 
extraordinary 
quallflcatlons 
a.s were posscHsed by Lincoln and Grant, tue weak, 
est nomination that can be made to that of the 
President lu offlce. He has not only to contend 
against tbe public belief In Mo principio of rota­ 
tion in oiUco, which may or may not be .sound 
aud wise, but to certainly widespread and deep- 
rooted, but, however he may have administered 
hto office, he must have displeased five professional 
politicians for one he has gratified, and ho to thus 
certain to encounter a lukewarmness. If uot an ac­ 
tive hostility, among the chiols of his party, which 
more than coauterbalances the support he can 
oommand from the custom House, the Post Offlce 
and Me Internal Revenue Department. On gen­ 
eral principles, then, U to not worth while, at pres­ 
ent, at least, to regard what tho newspapers call 
"Cmsarlsm” as a practical question. But It may 
not be wholly frivolous to look at It for a moment 
as a matter ol curious speculation. 
Nothing tn the constitution precludes tho re-elcc- 
tion of tho same man to the Presidency lor an In­ 
definite number of terms. In the original draft of 
tho constitution the President was elected by (Con­ 
gress for a term of seven years, and was not re- 
ellgible. In the constitution as amended by the 
Grand Comrmttce, and finally adopted, the Presi­ 
dent Is elected by Presidential electors for four 
years, and lito rights as to rc-ulectlon arc Me same 
as those of other citizens. Washington at the close 
of hto second term apprised hto fellow cltizouu that 
ho "declined to be considered among tho Dumber 
of those out of whom the choice of a Prcst- 
dcnt was to b« made,” and added that "the 
acceptance of and continuance 
in tho office 
bave been a uniform sacrifice of Inclination to 
tho opinion of duty.” 
He evidently considered 
himself eligible, and had hto "Incllnatlou” been 
different would have seen no objection to a third 
term. Nor did Mr. Jefferson, when urged to be­ 
come a candidate for tbe third time by various 
bodies of citizens and by the Legislatures of Ver­ 
mont, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Mary­ 
land. Virginia and Georgia. He declined partly on 
tbe ground of growiug Infirmities and partly from 
dciereuce to the example set by Washington. 
In 
fact, Mr. Madison’s succcsaion had some time be­ 
fore been settled between the President and his 
supporters. There to nothing In the writings of 
Jeffcrsou or hto contemporaries to show that either 
he or they thought a third term would have In 
volved a violation of the principles of democracy 
or a menace to republican Institutions. 
80 far as 
the constitution and the opinions of its framers are 
concerned, tiieu, a third Presidential term seems 
free from objection. 
The bugbear called “Offisarlsm” Is rather a sneer 
than an argument. If the President cau be elected 
thrice. It to said by the ardent patriots who see a 
coming OsBsar In General Grant, why not lour, five, 
or six times, or for life ? Why not, Indeed, if tbe 
people say so r If a clear majority of the people 
vote to abolish the Republic and set up an empire 
who Rbull hinder them / Shall we, then, go Into 
hystcncs In advance? If the people choose to­ 
morrow to establish Mormonlsm or human sacrt- 
flccs we don’t see who could say them nay. Yet 
our wives and children need not distress them­ 
selves quite yet Hoforc we believe that 40,000,000 
of people are going to be false to their traditions 
and to deny their pnnciple.s some evidence must 
bo brought. There must be some facts going to 
show 
H 
chango 
of 
mind, 
some 
obvious 
signs of 
a 
distrust 
in 
freo 
loslitutlons^ 
some 
well-marked 
Indications 
of 
a 
lean­ 
ing 
to 
muuurchy 
or 
Imperialism. 
Now, 
the fact to, there is nothing of tho kind. Probably 
Merc never was a time when the general faith in-, 
our Institutions was as firm os It to uow. It would' 
certainly require something more than the re-elec- 
Mon of ft good magistrate to office to prove Us de­ 
cay. But Mis ghost of Cajsarism has haunted us 
thronghout our brief history. Mr. Jefferson de­ 
tected it in Mr. Adams’ well brushed peruke ana 
handsome liveries, rreneau'a OazfUe discovered 
It dlstluctlv In Hamilton’s sonorous periods and 
foreign reminiscences. 
It lurked behind Jack­ 
son’s inperlouH commands. Poor Jenkins has bad 
several glimpses of It on the beach at Long 
Branch. Washington, with bis sterling common 
sense, used to say that there were not ten men 
worth listening to In all tho country who were In 
favor of monarchy. If Caesarlsm was of such mi­ 
nute dimensions then, when tho Republic was an 
experiment, what must Its proportions be now, 
when tbo United States to one of the great Powers 
of Me world, and all Europe to trying to build ou 
Its model? 
A really serious objection to the third term plan 
IS Me bias It wonhl give to the President’s policy 
before and during Me canvass. It cannot be ex­ 
pected of any President that he should be Indiffer­ 
ent to tbo result of a contest In which he Is the 
Standard bearer of hto party. 
In practice Me 
poUcy of a President, while running for re-elec- 
tlon, has been too often shaped in order to win 
votes rather than serve tho best Interests of 
the ’country. 
Uls foreign 
policy Is apt to be 
more aggressive than It would be alter election. 
Measures of domestic policy are likely to be con­ 
sidered more with a view to their Immediate effect 
upon the minds of tho people than In Me light of 
the permanent advantage 
of 
tne 
common­ 
wealth. 
I'nptcasnnt 
Unties 
are 
apt 
to 
be 
shirked. 
Offeuces 
committed 
by 
popu­ 
lar men controlling votes are frequently over, 
looked. Acquiescence In the follies of Me hour 1s 
often feigned. Few Presidents, pending a canvass, 
would surrender a Mason and Hlldell or suppress a 
Fenian ontoreak. .«ome would even go so far as to 
juatily an Ostend maftifesto or the bombardment 
ofGreytown. Hardly any could refuse to reward 
desertion from the enemy or extraordinary efforts 
in the ranks with offlce. These objections, It will 
be noticed, apply with equal force to a second term 
as to a Mird, and In practice a President must have 
extraordinary claims to have a chance of either. 
On the other hand, It is hardly possible to exag­ 
gerate the importance to the country of retaining 
the services of a falthfnl and experienced magis­ 
trate. The United States have not always been for 
túnate In their chief rulers. 
They havo discovered 
tbat m sldonilal elections, like marriages, are a 
lottery. 
They havo 
sometimes 
drawn rather 
queer lots therein. In times past, when the country 
was small and isolated from the rest of the worhl, 
these accidents mattered little. Men blushed for 
the President, and contained their souls In patience 
till hlH four years expired. But Mo progress of 
events, and our present rank as a first claas Power, 
bave changed all this, we cannot afford uow to 
have a blunderer or a blusterer in the Chief Magis­ 
tracy of the Repabllc. It Is vital, essehtlally vital, 
that the Presidency should be held by .a safe nan. 
Small errors and weaknesses we can well over­ 
look and forgive. But we cannot afford to make 
any more experimenta—to elect men to the Presi­ 
dency who may turn oat well, but who, for Me 
sake of personal renown, may involve os In for­ 
eign wars, or rekindle Me dying embers of doraes-

which It was accomplished before-wlilch means, 
we suppose, that Grant to to be abused and slan­ 
dered to such an extent that Mo pony will be 
obliged to renominate and re-elect him as a oer- 
tiflcate of confidence in him; and 8^11 another 
says "tho party will nominate and elect turn If it 
pleases” and "ask no odds’’ of anybody. 
Some truth and some nonsonso In alt this. Gen­ 
eral Grant may or may not be a dull, cold-blooded 
Caesar. Ho personally haa given no signs of It yet, 
whatever maybe tho plans of other people for 
him. He Is pretty much the same as when ho waa 
elected last year, with the same lovo of ease and 
repose, the same distaste for public business and 
Me same readiness to accept what cornea. We do 
not believe ho to a dangerous man In any sncli 
sense as ho has sometimes been represented. He 
Is not a conspirator nor plotter. Whether or nob 
hts notions of government and his methods of ad­ 
ministration are of ovil infliicnco and example and 
calculated to establish unwholesome and danger­ 
ous 
habits 
of political thought and conduob 
is 
quite 
another 
qucsUon, 
which need nob 
now be discussed. 
But tbe fear, if there b« 
any, of his personal ambition leading him to 
attempt tho rOte of Cicsnr w, we believe, ground­ 
less. Indeed, It Is well enough to remember M at 
the danger to free government to uot likely to arlsa 
from the ambition ol IndlvldualB so much as from 
tbe slow growth of pernicious systems aud the 
development of mischievous and short-sighted 
policies. 
It Is by no means certain that President Grant 
will not be renominated lor a third term, though 
it is supremely silly to undcrtako to forecast so re­ 
mote an event, une has only to recall the amaz­ 
ing changes la the staudlng of prominent poll- 
tlclaus during the last nine months to bo cunvlnced 
of tbe uncertainty of political reputations and tha 
futility of conjecture as to the probabilities of con­ 
ventions and campaigns three years away, lb 
takes short time in the rapid whirling of our 
kaleidoscope to turn everything upside down 
and 
briug 
out 
new 
and 
startling 
combi- 
nations. Had the dovclopmouU of the last session 
of the lust (Jongress been brought to light one year 
ago the Presidential election would very likely 
have resulted differently. AVhat changes, perhaps 
equally unexpected and strange, tne next tnrea 
years have in store lor us It to impossible to guess. 
If wo might Judge irom present indications, wa 
should say uot uuly that President Grunt’s re­ 
nomlnatlon is far Irom impossible, but that it is 
not entirely out of tbe range of possibilities that lb 
will be the best nomination practlcaijle for the 
party, and perhaps for tho country. Ho was noml- 
nnied last year not because of his special fitness or 
hto success in administration, or, as Me uonsense 
of t he campaign ran, on acconnt of bis great ser­ 
vices la Me war, tor which he had not been lully 
paid. 
It was simply because no one of the 
aspirants for tho succession felt strong enough 
Then to make a fight lor It, and they preferred 
to give Grant four years more. In which time each 
hoped to strengthen himself snfflclently to go into 
the next convention with a hopeful backing. T'here 
has been something of a fatality among statesmen 
since then. The list of aspirants has been some­ 
what thinned by Urédlt Moblller exposures and 
back-pay follies. The conditions noware pretty 
much the same as those which last year forced tho 
renomlnatlon at Philadelphia, but no one knows 
how long they will continué. Meantime It Is to bo 
observed that, while there to a great show of vtrtuo 
uver tho back-pay business lu Indignant resolutions 
of State conventions and warm dcnunciatloas by 
party organs on all sides, thereto a marked tender­ 
ness toward the President, who to tbe chief sinner 
In the matter. No one denounces him by resala- 
tion or otherwise. 
We apprehend no danger from Cicsarlsm. Onr 
peril Is not, we repeat, from any one man’s ambi­ 
tion. It comes rather from the dtoposiiion to en­ 
throne the caucus and make the party supreme. 
That done and the party ruled, as is possible, by a 
gang of unprincipled demagogues, and we bball 
have not, perhaps, Oicsartom, but somethlag lal- 
nltely worse._____________________

of the purposes, of th e D m u m in calling atten­ 
tion to this grave and im portant question. 
In attracting tim ely attention to a danger 
w hich may some day destroy the liberties of 
the Bepublio a great deal has already been 
dono to provide against the evil. 
W ith the 
knowledge of the danger will come the remedy. 
We wish, therefore, that the press and the 
people would discuss the subject in all its 
bearings, and we shall rejoice to see this discus­ 
sion even more universal than it has been 
already. 
Wo desire to have full and exhaus­ 
tive investigation of everjthiug that can bo 
said on either side of the question. 
Oaisarism 
in a republic like ours is not a m atter to be 
lightly put aside, and the Amcrioan people 
when once iully aroused to their duty, when 
properly inspired with the gravity of the 
question, will not allow it to be dismissed 
with levity, but demand that it shall be settled 
in a way by which all peril may bo averted. 
The leading joornuls have been obliged to 
take up the question, and we print articles 
this m orning illustrative of this necessity. 
“ The discussion that is going on in the news­ 
papers on the subject of General G rant’s 
second re-election is at least prem ature,” says 
one, aud the other finds “ the wonderful 
chattering” about Cmsarism “ inliuitoly am us­ 
ing, ” and then takes a hand in i t 
These 
papers, so late to speak, have only spoken at 
last as the echoes of public sentim ent 
The 
one is a stanch supporter of the adm inistra­ 
tion, and adopts the “ well, what of it if the 
people w ant it" theory. 
The other is “a 
disinterested and possionloss spectator,” and 
would like to regard the question as an algé­ 
bralo equation which m ust be w rought out 
on profounder principles than the simple 
x-i-ax-b. 
B ut either journal may be sure 
th at if to throe Presidential terms ore added 
other re-elections all these and the alm ost 
unre.straiued executive power of the American 
Chief M agistrate will bo equal to Cjoaarism. 
The people see this, or fear they see it, and 
even in d<-precatiug the discussion adm it its 
necessity—a policy followed by our contem­ 
poraries, which ore compelled to argue it, 
whether they would regard it as prem ature or 
look upon it with the repose of a disinterested 
observer. 
Many persons are likely, w ith one of these 
journals, to say th at it is useless to pro­ 
voke 
this discussion at so 
early a day 
and to aver that among a people so enlight­ 
ened and so strong in their devotion to re­ 
publican liberty as the people of the United 
States Crosarism is a mere phantom , or at best 
only a newspaper sensation. 
These adm it too 
much, for Cmsurism could not be m ade a 
newspaper sensation if it were the phantom 
they pretend it is. 
Again, there nre persons 
who say it 
is the result of a conspiracy 
to precipitate the very thing it protends to 
combat, while others declare it is a dodge of 
the copperheads to destroy the republican 
party, which saved the Union and now rules 
the country. Such comments, though they are 
to be expected from the many-sided vjews of a 
many-sided people, are unworthy of men who 
would look upon the dangers which menace the 
Republic with the eyes of patriots and of states­ 
men, 
We grant the hoHor duo to the repub­ 
lican party. 
We highly appreciate its services 
and the unsurpassed services of General G ran t 
B ut all these things are entirely outside of the 
question. It is no argum ent against providing 
for the perpetuity of the Republic to aUego 
that the republican party saved the IFnion. 
The American people cannot be blinded to the 
fact that the preservation of this Union was 
not the work of any iwrty or any m an or set 
of men. 
The people, rising in their strength, 
accomplished this grand result, and the re­ 
publican party only served as a nucleus 
around which the patriots of the country ral­ 
lied to preserve the integrity of the Union, 
They were inspired by a generous love of 
liberty, 
and 
not by 
a 
desire 
to keep 
one party in and another party out of power. 
In this country there is always an intelligent 
and patriotic majority which Is beyond the 
control of party, but which gives to political 
organizations their successes or their defeats. 
This element, 
forsaking 
the whig 
party, 
left it to die. 
The same element, in turn for­ 
saking the democratic party also, kept it in a 
state of decrepitude for years, and now it, too, 
is dying. 
It is not in the nature of things 
that the republican party should be exempt 
from 
like 
treatm ent, and from 
the very 
moment the people iliscover that it is untrue 
to liberty and is unwilling to provide against 
the dangers of the future its doom will be 
pronounced. 
It is this samo love of liberty—the desire to 
preserve our noble Republic from the dangers 
which, like the coup cfétaí of Napoleon III., 
may spring into life in a night to destroy it— 
the wish to raise it above the will, the integ­ 
rity or the forbearance of any m an or sot of 
men—that impels us now to sound the alarm . 
There is danger where there is no provision 
against i t 
No one in Rome or in France 
supposed that Caesar or Napoleon would seize 
im perial power. 
From the one came the im­ 
perial purple, a long line of absolute rulers 
and the very name for despotic power. 
In the 
other was found the worshipper and imitator 
of Caesarism—a Caesar greater even than Caisar 
himself. If Romo or France had no fears we 
m ust not forget that the liberties of both 
Rome and France were destroyed. 
Even our 
discussion of Caesarism has developed ten ­ 
dencies of which we were not before aware. 
It 
has shown the existence of dangers which 
could only have been susiiected. 
We cannot 
close our eyes to these developments when wo 
see among the elements which enter into this 
discuHsiou a m llingness on the i>art of a num ­ 
ber of ri’publicnu papers to advocate a third 
term for General Grant. 
Even more signifi­ 
cant is the silence of some of the most influ­ 
ential adm inistration organs. 
Everywhere 
there are signs of a settled detcrm iuatiou to 
again re-elect General G rant, and we observe 
with pain an apathetic acquiescence on the 
part of many good (leoplB in this pro jrammo. 
Twenty years ago—even five years ago—the 
question of a third term could not have been 
raised. 
Previous to the present time it would 
have been impossible in belnilf of any Presi­ 
d e n t 
That wc are not in the same happy con­ 
dition to-day is e\ident from the comments in 
which m any of the good people to whom wc laive 
just referred sometimes indulge. 
“The coun­ 
try is goiue on well cnovuih.’’ they say. 
‘‘Why 


not re-eleet General G rant if the people wish 
i t ? ” 
“ We are prosperous. 
The 
conntry 
is 
happy. 
The 
people 
are 
contented. 
There 
is 
no 
danger 
to 
the 
Repub­ 
lic. 
This 
talk 
about 
Casaarism 
is 
more nonsense.” 
“We do not believe that 
G eneral G rant wants to be Presideat for 
another term .” 
“ U nder no oircnmstanccs 
would the President consent to be again a 
candidate, and so it is waste of time to dis­ 
cuss the possibilities which may spring from a 
third term .” 
This is the kind of talk that 
makes the situation more dangerous. 
In pros­ 
perous tim es the perils to a republic are 
ftlw.iys beneath the surface. 
B ut many a 
nohlo ship has sunk when the sea was smooth. 
The indolence aud apatky of prosperous 
times are even more dangerous to a nation 
than the corruptions of a bnsy era. 
If Ca-sur 
bad been always busy in foreign wars and had 
brought fewer captives home to Romo he would 
not have been able to m ake the Roman people 
captive. 
If Franoo had n o t been intoTicatcd 
with Buocess aud in conquering the world for­ 
got to keep herself free Napoleon would never 
have founded an em pire on the ruins of the 
Consulate. 
T he approaches of tyranny are 
always insidious, aud liberty is generally do- 
etroyed through the apathy of freemen only fit 
to 1)0 slaves. 
Jefferson bos told us that eternal 
vigilance is the price of liberty. 
It is a pain­ 
ful sign that some of the American people are 
willing to forget this axiom and to substitute 
for it rem arks and comm ents like those we 
have ju st quoted. 
In those things wo see, and 
the great m ajority of the American people 
cannot fail to see, th at the dangers to the Re- 
pnblio from Ceesarism are not chimerical, and 
that the third term possibilities are a real peril. 
We have acquitted General G rant all along 
from any complicity w ith any conspiracy 
looking to his re-election. 
We would not do 
the President the injustice to suppose that he 
wishes to set aside the traditions of the Re­ 
public, almost as strong as a constitutional 
provision, that ho may hold the reins of office 
for a longer tim e than any of his predocessors. 
B ut os good men as he have been overcome by 
flatterers and place hunters. 
As good as ho 
have become despots and Uvcd only to per¡)ot- 
uate the one-man rule. 
Should he be again 
re-elected, it m ight easily become a m atter of 
form that he should lie re-elected over aud 
over again. Finally oven the form m ight be dis- 
pcns.' d with, for then it would be only forbear­ 
ance on his part that would preserve the sem­ 
blance of liberty. 
This country is too great 
to be at the mercy of any m an, under any con­ 
ceivable circumstances. 
Instead, then, of 
wasting time over little jokes about Capsar and 
Ulysses; instead of m aking divisions by un­ 
manly and unjust charges against the private 
character of G eneral G rant; instead of draw­ 
ing overfine theories in regard to freo trade 
and tariffs for protection or for revenue; 
instead of purposeless twaddle over dead 
issues and indulging in heated and violent 
Linguage about oopperheadism and niggerism, 
we should address ourselves to the real ques­ 
tion of the hour and avert a probable danger 
by providing a remedy in the beginning. 
A 
general discussion of the question wiU bring 
out the remedy, and wo ask the press and the 
people to ponder and talk over it till this 
remedy has been found and the danger no 
longer exists.

We give to-day jm interesting interview held 
some time since between the Count de Cham- 
bord and a H e r a l d correspondent

sumes new importance at this time, from the 
fact

despatch from Vienna published last Satur­ 
day, which announced the formal acceptance 
by King H enri V. of the French throne, ten­ 
dered to him by a depntation of French legit­ 
imists. 
W hen the conversation took place, 
equally as now, the last of the old B onrb ons 
coELsidored him self King of France, unjustly 
hindered of his rightful prerogative. 
He 
believes it his sacred dnty, as well as his as­ 
sumed right, to wield the sceptre; and his con­ 
versation shows a curious m ixture of religions 
faith in his divine commission with am bition 
to guide the destinies of a great nation. 
In 
his strictures upon M. Thiers, who then occu­ 
pied the Presidential chair, ho displays de­ 
cided ability to dislike a rival for popular 
favor; while his prophecy of the failnro of 
that ancient advocate of constitutional mon­ 
archy 08 the Chief Executive of a repub­ 
lic shows some appreciation of the req­ 
uisites 
to 
success 
in 
one 
who 
would 
govern 
France. 
As 
an 
exposition 
of 
the Bourbon political creed the reader will, 
perhaps, be surprised at the quasi progressive 
sentiments uttered by Chambord. 
These, 
however, 
like 
most platforms, 
will 
bear 
various constructions. 
Ho aunounces him ­ 
self 
a 
cham pion 
of 
religious 
and 
educational 
freedom, 
of 
universal suf­ 
frage and 
arm y 
reform. 
The 
religions 
freedom which he would be hkely to sus­ 
tain may be gathered more from the fanati­ 
cism of the Extreme Right, as evidenced in 
the outrageous Lyons Civil Burial bill, which 
condemns free thinkers dying in that city to 
be buried when the ofial carts arc doing their 
m orning’s work. 
His idea of educational 
freedom on the iais.ver aHer principle, when 
progressive nations are educating their chil­ 
dren, is a very childish mode of escaping from 
an all-im portant question. 
The guarantee 
that the State will take no heed in the m atter 
looks very much as though the Church would 
be entm stcd solely with the business.

In another p art of to-day's H er a l d 1b a da- 
tailed account of the georet order which, under 
the tiUe of “Patrons of H usbandry,” is intro- 
ducing a new elem ent of 
force 
into our 
national politics, for working in villages, 
country districts and 
States it may reach 
a 
step beyond. 
Our W ashington 
corre- 
spondent Las sought information at head­ 
quarters, and given us statements of its 
originators and prom inent guardians, as to its 
comlition, objects and prospects. 
Btarted six 
ye ars ago, it appears not to have really taken 
root till 1871, in which year over one hundred 
granges were organized. 
Since then they have 
spread with singular rapidity, particdlarly in 
the W estern, 
Northwestern 
and Southern 
States; and they now num ber over five thou­ 
sand granges, having a m em bership of throe 
him drcd thousand, with no indication of any 
early check to the extension. 
Thus it is evi­ 
dent that the order has in it capabilities of 
exerting upon the future course of our natieual 
policy and politics on im portant power, not to 
be ignored by those who seek popular prefer­ 
m ent or to guide govemreontal action. 
As 
stated by its sponsors, the m ain objects of the 
Order are to elevate the social and intellectual 
character and condition of our agricultural 
class, and to enrich it by bringing it into 
direct communication 
with maunfactnrers 
and 
freighting 
corporations, 
In 
order 
to save the farm er frc)m the exactions of the 
arm y of middlemen whoso commissions and 
profits 60 flcriously enhance the cost of all ho 
buys, while they reduce to the lowest figure 
his returns for products sold in the seaboard 
markets. 
The talism an of the Order, in its 
fiuancial aspect, is cash. 
It seeks to teach the 
farm er that with cash, through its organiza­ 
tion, he can buy far cheaper than through 
the village trader, who is willing to give credit, 
for which the purchaser has to ¡lay an enormous 
premium. 
I t buys for him his harvesting m a­ 
chine and for his wife her sewing machine, fox 
m uch less money than he could procure them 
from agents; and for him it m akes contracts 
w ith steam boat lines and railroads to bring 
his grain, cotton, rice, cattle and other pro­ 
ducts to m arket at rates which will greatly 
enhance the value of those articles to the pro­ 
ducer. 
In dealing with capital its policy is 
diplomacy, not war. 
It negotiates w ith m anu­ 
facturers and freighters, 
rather than fight 
them. 
After it bus a largo accum ulated capi­ 
tal it may make itself felt in the construction 
and control of those great trunk freight rail­ 
ways which, first proposed some m onths ago 
by the H e r a l d , are now so urgently demanded 
by our leading business m en as the necessary 
conduits through which the life-giring cur­ 
rents of trade may circulate in all the length 
and breadth of the land. North and South, 
East and West, connecting all sections with 
each, like the arteries in the hum an body.

The rauge of thought presented in our 
batch of sermons to-day is not very varied nor 
is it rem arkable for originality of conception 
or beanly of presentation. 
Tho topics arc for 
the m ost part old aud venerable, and their 
attire has also the appearance of age. 
Sim­ 
plicity and directness are tho leading char­ 
acteristics of tho truths 
which 
wo send 
forth to-day as the uttcrencea of tho pul­ 
pits yesterday. 
T hat a m an should purchase 
th at 
which 
of 
right 
belongs to him 
may appear 
strange 
to onr m inds, 
but 
th at God should pay a price for tho hum an 
race to restore it from sin unto salvation is 
incomprehensible. 
His we were by right of 
creation, but because after we had sold our­ 
selves to sin and were in bondage to iniquity, 
as Dr. Tucker rem arked yesterday, our souls 
were as infinitely dear to God as was also the 
life of His Son, and because of this great love 
to US He gave His Son Jesus to die for ns. 
God has therefore a twofold right to us now, 
and wo are dearer to Him than even the angels, 
by virtue of this double right. 
Wo should 
therefore glorify God in onr bodies and in our 
spirits, which are His. 
As m odem society is oonstitntod it is true 
in a broader and more im portant sense to-day 
than ever before that no m an liveth unto him ­ 
self and no m an dieth unto himself.

T h e C h o lera O a tlo o k In th e W e s t. 


There can bo no donbt that the fatal field 
of cholera in tho We.st is widening, and the 
m alignity of tho epidem ic is m ore aggravated.,' 
The now disease m aps of tho census report 
soem to show that the m onth of A ugust is the 
harvest m onth for this great death reaper;- 
and the fact may account for the increasing 
ravages of tho terrible Asiatic scourge. 
There 
is, therefore, adtlitional and potent reason fog 
the sternest vigilance at this tim e in onr 
tropolLs, which has thus far wonderfully oaJ 
capod, and which, by unsparing sanitary pre« 
caution, may pass this critical m onth uim 
scathed by tho dreaded plaguo. 
The new census report ehows th at the di«« 
tributiou of cholera in the State of New York 
has heretofore boon about ten per cent foi 
June, tbirty-two per cent for July and August,^ 
after which m onth the average is ten par ceol 
for September. 
Tliese are the percentages fol 
the male population, which is, it appears,, 
nearly twice as m uch exposed to attack os the 
female; but tho distribution oi the disease 
mouths is nearly tho same for both classet 
popnlation. 
These fignres, deduced from our own last 
census data, corroborate the adm irable papei 
of Dr. Pettenkofor, the celebrated Muniofa 
physician, fum ished tho H e r a ld through itd 
Munich correspondent, and recently pub­ 
lished in these columns. 
The reasoning ol 
Dr. Pettenkofer is very powerful in favor ol 
the view that the seasonal influenoe is oon- 
nocted, in all probability, with the climate, 
tem perature and rainfall 
The cholora statist 
tics of Prussia from 1818 to 1860 prove thaí 
in North Germ any this influence is undenfr 
able, since tho m ortality for Angust and Sep­ 
tember is by far tho largest item in the ter­ 
rific total. 
Dr. Pettenkofer thinks th at the 
dryness of the Summer is favorable to the 
spread of the epidemic, and cites two in^ 
stances in the history of M unich—viz., th« 
cholora seasons of 1836 an4 1854. 
These ara 
widely separated dates. 
Had the cholera ap­ 
peared in two consecutive dry seasons it w onlj 
bo m ore philosophical to suppose that they 
justified the view of the M unich scientist. 
But it m ust be noticed that tho native hom a 
of the cholera lies in the Gangetio VaUey, 
a region 
steam ing 
and 
saturated 
with 
moisture—indeed, 
a 
region 
whose mosi 
marked climafic feature is an 
excessive, 
absolnte hum idity. 
The effect of water in de­ 
composing the offensive m atter of large cities, 
both anim al and vegetable, is well known, 
and, coeieris paribus, it would seem more rea­ 
sonable to expect greater im m unity from tha 
cholera during a summ er of ordinary and not 
excessive rainfall 
Tho rainfall statistics foi 
July wUl probably show that the experience ol 
different sections of this country is very 
checkered. 
There has been an excess along 
the Alleghanies and in the Northwest, but il 
would appear to have been otherwise on th« 
immediate coast and seaboard of the M iddls 
States and in the Southwest. 
The reports of 
rainfaU that have been published would, there­ 
fore, according to Dr. Pettenkofer’s 
view, 
look favorable for us as sho«ing conditions 
unfavorable for the spread of tho cholera in 
the belt which intervenes between the Middls 
States and the afflicted W est 
B ut every sncb 
consideration should be m ade absolutely sub­ 
ordinate to the supreme duty of exhaustive 
sanitary precaution. 
W hen we reflect on the fearful decimation 
by the disease, even in healthy countries, at 
England, where, according to the R egistraf 
General’s report, in 1848-49 it carried o i 
53,000 persons, we cannot be too inexorabU 
or too imperative in onr dem ands for such u n ­ 
sparing and exhaustive sanitary m easures as 
will, at any rate for a time, keep the great 
enemy at bay. 
If wo can safely pass Angnal 
without an epidem ic the prospect of final e» 
cape will be m uch brighter.

Here I did not altogether assent, as I was of 
jbpinion that this desire to be rid of the enemy 
idlsturbed the calmness of popular judgment 
quite as much in its way as would any other 
Mmest desire. 
But the Count proceeded 
on another point to develop his view of tho 
.Ohoioe of the Assembly. 
"Another ordinarily disturbing fact was 
tiers put aside. Previously elections were al­ 
ways held with some govcnimcut in power, 
Ond the government, holding all tho ofilcial 
Tnachinery, corruptly used it to pervert in its 
favor the expression of the national will. This 
Idid not happen in February.

only as idoutifiod with the earnest advocacy of 
the monarchy. He was the opponent of the 
Empire, the opponent of the Republic, but al­ 
ways the advocate of monarchy, qualified by 
constitutional forms. He was not known for 
any other political idea, aud his election in 
twenty departments moans so many votes for 
the principle it was thought he would up­ 
hold.” 
"He seems, however, to have new ideas.” 
“It is merely the old story of a betrayed 
trust; a man who permits himself to suppose, 
in an excess of personal vanity, that he has 
reached a certain point in virtue of what ho is, 
aud not of what he represents, and who ap­ 
propriates to himself the faith the people have 
in a principle.” 
His Highness warmed os more was said of 
Thiers and spoke freely. 
"He,” he said, "who criticised clearly when 
in the opposition and preserved an intellectual 
independence is now the adulator of parties 
that in other days he could have regarded 
only with contempt. He is profuse in promise 
to the Right, the Left, the Centro, aud each 
has had the uesuranoe of his sympathy with 
its views. Relying on the Left he has as­ 
sailed the Right with bitter speeches, but dares 
not abandon it. Had tho Right been well led 
it would not have submitted to his vacilla­ 
tions. 


A PBOPHBCX SINCE rULFILLED. 
Between tho Right and Gambethx, when the 
time comes, Thiers will be torn to pieces, for 
the Right does not forget that he accused it of 
a pitiful temper, nor Gambetta that he caUed 
him a raving madman.” 


THE PBOCLAMATION OP BLOIS. 
Touching on the subject of bis proclama­ 
tion, the Count averred that "not personal 
ambition, but a sense of duty, dictated such a 
mode of declaring his views. His immediate 
partisans knew all that tho proclamation 
could tell, and it was issued that he for one 
might not ajipear to the public in auy ambigu­ 
ous light; that his position might be clear as 
day—BO defined that all who favored could 
support him with honest knowledge, aud that 
all who were against such view’s could equally 
know whom to oppose. Ho would not desire 
to cheat men into his support by saying one 
thing and meaning another; for, though politi­ 
cal success is sometimes secured in that way, 
rt is false and hollow and leads to calamity.” 
I spoke of what had been said to the effect 
that tho proclamation was neither more nor 
less than an abdication. 
"That,” ho said, "is simply an absurd as­ 
sumption. 
Besides, the word is especially 
inappropriate. 
Mon abdicate a position, but 
nobody ‘abdicates’ tho performance of a 
duty.” 
It was always the same resolute adherence 
to the idea of duty. 
"Necessity,” he continued, "dictates the 
issue of that proclamation. It resulted from, 
as it was inspired by, the duty that events 
seemed to impose upon me.”

I hinted the charge that the restoration to 
the throne of a prince of his house would 
involve in some sense a revival of feudal 
abuse. 
"Such fears,” ho said, "if any one really 
entertains them, are altogether visionary and 
chimerical. On tho contrary, we go forward 
with all the real progress of the age. We de­ 
sire to guarantee the freedom of the French 
jieople on principles that will give it the 
broadest and firmest foundation.” 
"And those principles,” I said, “what are 
they?” 
"France,” he answered, 
"should really 
possess and enjoy all the liberties of which 
other nations boast Social as well as com­ 
mercial emancipation, the encouragement of a 
spirit of mercantile enterprise and the satis­ 
faction of all classes are equally consistent 
witli the supremacy of our banner.” 
As this was not altogether clear to me I 
ventured to linger over those principles which, 
as His Highness said, "other nations boast 
and Franco should eftjoy,” and the expres­ 
sions he made use of on this subject might 
be reduced to the following points of a poliU 
ical programme: — 
1. Commercial liberty to the fullest possible ex­ 
tent, koeplnir lu view tho great dumanüs on the 
national treasury—a point which secins to involve 
that his Highness does not altogether bcUovo In 
free trade. 
а. Absolnte religious liberty, and the total ab­ 
stention of tho biate from interference with edu- 
cat.lou. 
3. Freedom of tho press, qualified only by the 
exorcise of so much control as Is necessary to 
guard against a degeneration of liberty into license. 
4. Universal suffrage, subject to electoral relorms 
that may suppress Its abuses and develop la tho 
rural distrlou an understanding of iu true 
value.

Bishop Snow held forth yesterday In the chapel 
of the Universlty, W ashington square, on the 
porsblo of the ten virgins. The Bishop was not 
quite so ram pant as he bed been on many ocoa- 
slons before, but still be was sum denily spicy to 
interest some flay or sixty people who had come 
to listen to his com fortable theories. During the 
sermon he never lost his tem per but once, and 
th at was a lter some half dozen people had strag­ 
gled out of the chapel during the discourse. When 
tne sixth person bad leB the Bishop got irate, nnd 
tolU aU of those who rem ained tb at if any one had 
got 
TIRED OR DISQUSTKD OB AFRAID 
he or she had b etter got out now, as he hated being 
interrupted in th at so rt ol way. 
After lhi.i invita­ 
tion nobody left. Previous to tk e BUhop’s begin­ 
ning of Ills serm on ho read a letter fiotn Italy, 
which appeared In one of yesterday’s p-pers, the 
subject of which was Intensely Interesting to him— 
Judging from the sonorous m anner in which he 
read it a to u d -a s it was hostile to the Pope, who, 
the Bishop explained, was A nllclirisl. After the 
reading oi the letter a hymn was very nicely sung 
by the congregation, and then ih< 
ceeded to discuss the subject of 
traced the paiubie of ihe virgins back to a connec­ 
tion with Mie answ er of C hrist to tbeaiHciples on 
the Mount ui Olivet, and quoted a great many 
text.* ot Horlptuie Irom various books of the Blblu

It was a 
colored camp meeting, which, dunug the past 
woek, has located itself In Peck’s Woods, a beautl- 
mi epitome of a forest, just on the southern verge 
of Baat Orange, and owned by the gentlem an 
whose name it bears. Was there not a book re­ 
cently published named “The Moral Use of Dark 
Things?" 
The

yet 
the 
morality, 
to 
say nothing of the religion, of these dusky repre- 
Bentatlvcs provided a most piquant and pictur­ 
esque study. Only It m ust be understood th at the 
dark part of the assemblage In reality constituted 
an Insignificant proportion. Both last evening and 
to-day especially white auditors poured la In in­ 
stalm ents which lelt the colored portion of the 
congregation nowhere. I believe that this Is gen- 
eraUy, if not always, the case. The w hite popula­ 
tion, ftom whatever cause attracted, generally 
contrive to attend In the proportion of ten or 
tw enty to every colored person. The church 
Which is represented here is the African Meth­ 
odist Episcopal. To-morrow Newark Joins hands 
with It, ami the m eeting will conclude on August 
es with a harvesthome and an ox-roast, novel 
celebrations In this p art of the country. 
The Rev. 
T. A. CuiT, who has a church In East Orange, has 
been presiding. He is amUble, quiet and nnctuous. 
Bis face is lull of fiowing linos, aud his m anner of 
speech Is urbane aud rolling. When he sends 
round the box and invokes doUar blUs and bills 
of w hatever larger denomination the audience 
choose to give, it requires a hard heart to with­ 
stand him. Some of the congregation have hard 
bearta, however, or else they have not got doUar 
bills. At any rate, the dlstre.«scd ear of generosity 
bears the patter of pennies, when It listens for the 
flake-likc llgiitness of the crisp greenback.

The average colored camp ineeliug is not an ex­ 
pensive atruir, and the prcscut one at Feck's 
w oods may fairly be taken as a representative. 
About lour hundred planks were rented from an 
Orange lum ber m erchant.

To this expense must be 
added th at of securing the prescuoe of one or two 
policemen, for In the evening boys and young 
men, whose home edncatlan

sw eetest, like to visit the camp meeting, make fun 
of the siuidng, mimic the “e.xperlcuces,” and in­ 
troduce other unseemly episodes. A man must 
also be engaged to keep the grouuds In erder, and 
repair any injury which m ar be done to the seats 
or wooden structures. These trifling expenses, 
however, are usually much more than covered by 
the collections, a very large proportion of which is 
contrtbuteil by the white part of the congregation. 
By this means hundreds of dollars arc frequently 
raised at single camp meeting, charch debts are 
paid off and new corporations are put on a safer 
basis.

Hence we are not surprised at the sU tem ont by a 
well known financial authority in London that, 
while there is a pervading dulncss in the general 
field of foreign stocks, those of tho United States 
are quite In exceptional lavor.
